Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Claims Allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A process for reducing coking on the metal walls of a cracking reactor and a heat 
exchanger placed subsequent to the cracking reactor for cracking of a feedstock of 
hydrocarbons or of other organic compounds comprising the steps as claimed in claims 
1 and 25, wherein the metal walls are pretreated with a stream of steam and 
hexamethyldisiloxane and dimethyldisulfide, is not taught or fairly suggested in the prior 
art. 

Prior art of Zimmermann and Reed teaches away from using a sulfur and silicon 
compound in the pretreatment step in presence of steam as carrier. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
